I  am  pleased  to  report  that  DON  EDKINS  has  finished  typing  the  first  draft  of 
Volume  I  of  the  Second  Edition  covering  all  states  except  West  Virginia.

These 
tokens  appear  well  worn  and  aged,  but  all  of  them  are  too  good  to  be  true  since  none 
of  the  companies  are  listed  in  Dodrill,  Edkins,  R.  G.  Dun  or  Bradstreet  reference 
material.  It  also  is  believed  that  the  seller  has  a  quantity  of  each  token,  althouqh 
only  one  piece  is  claimed  and  single  piece  prices  are  being  asked.

Those  NSCA  members  who  are  also  members  of  the  Token  and  Medal  Society  (TAMS)  are  aware 
that  you  have  not  received  a  TAMS  JOURNAL  for  many  months.  As  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Governors,  I  want  to  pass  along  the  latest  info  that  I  have  so  that  you  will  be  aware 
of  what  is  going  on*..  Although  I  am  not  privy  to  all  of  the  details,  I  can  note  that  I 
have  received  letters  frcm  Scriptor  Sam  Ruggeri  and  Ed  Quagliana  complaining  (rightly) 
about  the  delay  in  getting  the  publication  and  wondering  why  they  should  continue  to 
pay  dues...  TAMS  lias  a  healthy  treasury  due  to  a  gift  many  years  ago  of  a  large  block 
of  Franklin  Mint  stock  and  due  to  prudent  investments  by  TAMS  Treasurer  Charles  Ricard. 
Cliff  Mishler  of  Nunisnatic  News  was  responsible  for  many  years  in  seeing  that  the  TAMS 
publication  was  printed  and  distributed  on  time.  In  fact,  I  believe  members  of  his 
staff  also  served  as  Editors  of  the  Journal  for  many  years.  Due  to  increasing  demands 
of  his  duties  in  connection  with  Numismatic  News,  he  recently  had  to  give  up  looking 
after  TAMS.  Thus,  for  a  year  or  so  nc w,  the  TAMS  Journal,  has  been  shoved  and  pushed 
frcm  pillar  to  post  and  problems  have  been  encountered  in  getting  an  Editor  and  getting 
suitable  arrangements  made  for  timely  publication.  Unfortunately,  one  of  the  recent 
Presidents  of  TAMS  was  so  busy  with  other  occupational  duties  that  he  did  not  have  the 
proper  time  to  devote  to  TAMS  and  the  problem  of  the  publication  was  further  complicated.
